WASHINGTON, Deo. 28.—In 
th<: 


ponnion appropriation bill, which the 
House committee hope to report next 
week, an effort will be made to effect a 
large saving by abolishing tbe pension 
agenoiee, and providing for the pay- 
ment of pensions through the pestmas- 
ton of the country.
